Washington, Nov. 4.—As made public by the 


tria-Hungary of her last shred of military power, 
provided for total demobilization including with­ 
drawal of Austria-Hungarian troops from the 
western front—for surrender of one-half of her 
divisional requirements, corps and army artillery 
and equipment—for withdrawal from all invaded 
territory—for allied occupation of strategical 
points in Austria-Hungary—for surrender of the 
stipulated number of submarines, battleships, 
cruisers, etc.—for United States-Allied supervis­ 
ion of the balance of her fleet and for United 
States-Allied occupation of the big Austrian naval 
base at Pola. These terms and others put an iron­ 
clad on Austria. 
From them may be deducted the nature of terms 
to be meted out to German it was stated authorita­ 
tively today. 
briefly, the terms embrace: Cessation of hos­ 
tilities, demobilization of her army, delivering to 
the allies of half of her artillery and equipment, 
evacuation of all invaded territory, use by the al­ 
lies of roads, railways and waterways in Austria- 
llungary, immediate return of all allied prisoners, 
the surrender of a stipulated number of subma­ 
rines and other war vessels, with allied supervision 
of the balance of her fleet, opening of the Adriatic 
sea and Danube to the allies, allied occupation of 
Danube forts and the Pola naval base, and con­ 
centration of all air craft at designated points.

ALLIES OCCUPY 
CONSTANTINUPLE 


Washington, Nov. 4.—Austria has “taken the 
count,” and definitely quit the war. 
Germany will be next, the National capital de­ 
clared unanimously, as it waited with strained in­ 
tensity for announcement of the German armis­ 
tice terms. They are expected today or tomorrow— 
probably today. 
So confident is the capital that the armistice 
terms will result in a cessation of hostilities that 
consideration is already given to the location of 
the peace conference. 
Washington is strongly talked of and fav* 
ored not only by American officials, but by many 
diplomats. 
Brussels, is also mentioned— but no 
decision has been reached, even tentatively. 
The element favoring Washington says that 
President Wilson is entitled to have a large say in 
selection of the site, because his has been the basic 
peace ideas, accepted by the beligernts. 
Also 
his wish to attend the peace conference would be 
far easier realized if the conclave were held in 
America. 
Rumors of the kaiser’s abdication are preval­ 
ent, but lack any verification. 
His endorsement of electoral reforms is tak­ 
en, as a realization upon his part that he had i > 
submit to some shearing of his powers. But tha 
he is determined to retain his reign as long as 
possible, appears certain.

The ordinance renting to awnings and NOW EFFECTIVE, provides that no awn­ 


ing shall extend more than eight (8) feet into the street and shall he at a height from 


the sidewalk of at least 
seven (7) feet., 
PROVIDED nothing in this section shall be 


construed to effect any SHED AWNING already constructed. 
The 
new 
ordinance, 


which is up for your consideration is identical, except that lite PROVISO has been ex­ 


cluded. You are only voting to decide whether or not, shed awnings that have been tor 


some time and are now denied all but a few, shall be denied all alike. 


The NOW EXISTING ordinance relating to signs provides that signs may extend 


FIVE (5) feet into the street. The ordinance passed by the commission allows signs to 


extend eight (8) feet into the street. The reason the commissioners allowed tor an addi­ 


tional three (3) feet is because they consid *red this distance safe, and the ex Ira three 


feet allows for such signs as are now in violation to the existing law, but are safe and 


not more unsightly than a sign of leaner dimension.
